2, IBureau of the Budget Circular A**S provides that 
cost of living allowances may be authorised by the head -of 
the department oonoemed and that employees may be excluded 
from receiving such allowances where it is determined by 
the head of the department that no higher cost® for subsls-* 
tence, services, commodities, and other living expenses 
are occasioned by their assignment in a foreign country* 

On the basts of such regulations, the memorandum of 84 Janu- 
ary 1947 xms prepared and signed by the Sxecutive Officer 
for Special Operations, to whom the ULrector had delegated 
authority to authorize payment of L&Q* Certain situations 
were outlined for the guidance of Spocial Funchs Section 
where coat of living and quarters allov/ance would not be 
paid. Ihat raaaorandum apeolfically provides that where a 
daughter of a man In the military sliares the quarters 

with her. father, the employee will not be entitled to cost 
of living or quarters allowance. 


3. Althoixgh has not received quarters al- 

lowaixce, she has been paid cost of living allowance through 
28 Jime. llxere exists a legal authority for ADSO or the 
'ixecutlvo Officer for Special Operations to authorise either 
cost of living allovxanoe or quarters allowance, or both, 
or to deny payment of either or both, 'ihereforo, the problem 
presented is that for administx*ative determination of whether 
the employee is ineligible for such allowances because no 
higlier costs are occasioned by her assignment in a foreign 
country, it would seem obvious that no quarters allowance
